Since all 21 nations attending the 
conference are represented on the 
rules committee, the committee vote 
was tantam ount to acceptance in 
the general assembly. 
Report Debates 
Adoption will mean th at all com­ 
m ittee meetings, where details of 
various clauses in individual treaties 
are to be debated, can be reported 
fully to the world. 
There are five committees in a ll 
including the rules committee. T h e 
others are the economic commission 
for the Balkans, the economic com­ 
mission for Italy, the legal and 
drafting commltttee and the cre­ 
dentials committees. 
In addition there is a subcom­ 
mission for each of the five defeated 
nations involved 
in the treaties, 
Italy, Romania, Hungary, Bulgaria 
and Finland. 
Byrnes led the fight for freedom 
of inform ation from the first. An 
American source said his motion for 
open meetings was immediately sup­ 
ported by Vyacheslav M. Molotov, 
Soviet foreign secretary, and Dr, 
H. V. Evatt, the Australian m inister 
of foreign affairs. 
Claims Press Errors 
It was one of the few times the 
United States and Russian repre­ 
sentatives have found themselves In 
Immediate agreement. 
The American inform ant quoted 
Molotov as saying he favored the 
proposal because "there has recently 
been some distortion of the Soviet 
attitude toward the publication of 
the texts of the draft treaties" and 
th a t some Soviet proposals had been 
reported inaccurately in the press. 
Molotov was quoted as saying he 
believed thus could be corrected if 
newspapers reporters were perm itted 
lo attend committee meetings. 
Paul Henri Spaak of Belgium was 
elected chairm an of the committee 
13 to 7 over Edward K ardelj of 
Yugoslavia, 
with

Spaak was nominated by

Kardelj by Molotov. 
However, Kardelj, vice prem ier in 
Prem ier M arshal Tito's regime, was 
chosen as vice-chairman upon a 
suggestion of the United States and 
with Soviet backing.

Caruthersville, Mo., July 30 (/Pi— 
M ississippi river m en estim ated th a t 
between seven and twelve persons 
were m issing today In th e wake of 
a m id-channel collision between a 
ferry boat and two heavily loaded 
oil barges. One person was known 
dead. 
The craft collided about 50 yards 
from the M issouri shore at 9:20 p. 
rn. yesterday, and eith er five or six 
m otor vehicles were plunged into th e 
river w ith th eir occupants as the 
ferry capsized. 
T he two oil barges, linked together 
an d pushed by two linked tugs in 
a single river train , picked up ll 
persons from the sw irling w aters 
shortly a fte r th e accident. 
Two oth ers reached shore b u t one 
of those died, and Ed H endricks, 
veteran ferry pilot, was quoted as 
estim ating th a t there were betw een 
20 to 25 vehicles on th e boat his 
tug wras pushing from th e Tennessee 
to the M issouri boot heel shore when 
th e tragedy occurred.
